fPEAKINQ AT IWSTOimLLB 

Hon. J. B. Monnt JBad Ma speak- 
ing appointmoat at RnslonTille Sat- 
urday afternoon and was followed by 
his opponents, Messrs. H. Clay Kauff- 
man, of Lancaster, and Jay Harlan, 
of Danville. The gentleman disenssed 
the several issues of the campaign 
and each made a good talk. Th<'y 
were followed by Dr. W. B. O'Ban- 
non, who spoke at length. It was the 
doctor's first appearance on the 
stump in his campaign for Represen- 
tative and he made a "corking" goo<l 
speech. In stroot parlance, he "talk- 
ed out in mootinti'' telling what he 
was for, what ho was against and 
what he proposed doing in the pres- 
etit campafgh. He ndiealed the 
charge that he was a "wet" man, and 
stated that he had been working and 
voting for temperance issues for 30 
years. He proposes to make his race 
without the aid of money and whisky 
and made it plain to those who ex- 
pected such from him that they wore 
reckoning without their hosts. W. H. 
Hansford, candidate for county at- 
torney, took the stand at the conclu- 
sion of Dr. O'Bannon's speech and 
said many good things.

the obiaet of retaking Serbia, or at 
least that portion of it as far aa 
Nish, in order to cut the Berlin- 
Constantinople railroad. Troops have 
been landed in Thessaly without any 
hindri.nce on the part of tho people, 
who ar e said to have l» ( onio con- 
verted to the cause of the Kntente 
Allies through adhoroni c to the 
Provisional Government of Venize- 
los. In connection with tho gather- 
ing of men in Thessaly, the British 
have rotirad from some advance<l po- 
sitions on the far eastern end of the 
Macedonian lino. 

Although qniot still prevails on tho 
Russian front, there seemingly is M 
indication that hostilities soon win 
begin there. The Russian Duma at a 
secret session has passed a resolo* 
tion calling for an immediate offen- 
sive and declaring that a separatO 
pence with Germany would be trea- 
son towar<l ftiissia's allies. 

In a running fight with a Gorman 
submarine an American vessel, the 
tank steamer Moroni, has lieen sunt--, 
probably in the Mediterranean P'or 
two hours the submarine chased the 
Moreni, which was abandoned by her 
crew only after the vessel was set 
ablaso and tho sea waa covered with 
bamint i>il. Fonr men lost their Uvea 
as a raanlt of the engagement in 
which 880 shots were exchanged. 
Fortv-three of the crew were landed. 

Elihu Root, head of the American 
Mission to Russia, in a speech to tho 
Coun< il of Ministers in Potrograd de- 
clared that America was fighting for 
Rusian freedom as well as her own, 
and asked Russia to fight equally for 
.■\mericar and Russian freedom. 

In a fight with a sulimarino in tho 
Mediterranean on Juno 11, the Japa- 
nese destroyer Sakaki was torpedoed 
and fifty-seven of hor crew were 
killed and fourteen wounded. "The 
damaged dgatroyar was towod to 
port. • 

A strongly fortified Austrian post- 
tion at Como Cavento, at an alti- 
tude of 10,000 feet, was captured by 
Talian troops. Entente troops have 
occupied six towns in The.ssaly, and 
residents of Larisso are renortod as 
having hailed Vonizelos, loader of 
tho CIroeks, friendly to the Allies, as 
their- savior-. Hoth the R-itish and 
Fren<-h contrnue their attacks on the 
Western front, all of which tho Ger- 
mans assort to have lioen repulsed. 

All the crew and naval ;runners of 
the American tank steamer Potrolite, 
sunk by a German submarine near 
Gibraltar, now kayo iMen aeeoontod 
for and are retMted well. 

Near Hurtebise the Germane in a 
night attack seized Dortions of 
trenches held by the Frencht bat 
later were forced to give back most 
of them in a counter attack. 

President Wilson promised the 
Belgian mission that on the day of 
victory Belgium would be restored to 
her rightful place in the world of na- 

tioaa.
